Mr. White, a somewhat corpulent, dark- 
complectioned, clean-shaven man, began 
his story of the killing as the People see it. 

“In January,” he said, ‘‘ seven months 
before the killing, letters expressing deep- 
seated animosity toward Annis were re-| 
ceived by the editor of Recreation from 
this defendant. Two months before the 
killing this same animus was shown in 
another letter to the editor of the same 
magazine.”’ 

Mr. White then reached the day of the 
tragedy and described how Annis had 
gone to the Bayside Yacht Club, had his 
lunch, put on his bathing suit, and gone 
to his boat to prepare it for a sailing 
race. He was with a friend and boating} 
companion, a Mr. Harway. 


The Murder at the Yacht Club. 


While the two were in the boat prepar- 
ing it for the race, T. Jenkins Hains ar- 
rived in a hack with his brother, Capt. 
Hains. The hackman saw that one of 
the ‘brothers carried a revolver. Jenkins 


Hains directed the cabman to wait at a 
distance. They then went to the club 
house and asked for a real estate dealer 
of the neighborhood and talked about real 
estate with a member of the club. Inci- 
dentally they had Annis pointed out to 
them.

Mrs. Annis was at the club with other 
wives of members. Annis was tuning up 
his boat for the race, and the crowd on 
the piér cheered as he sailed near the 
float. As Annis brought his eraft to the 
float the two Hains brothers walked down 
the gangway from the pier. Annis was 
aboard without a possible show to de- 
fend himself, the speaker said, being 
naked but for the bathing suit he wore. 

T. Jenkins Hains stood a few yards be- 
hind his brother and faced the crowd on 
the float and above on the pier as Capt. 
Hains drew from a holster a Colt auto- 
matic cones er, leaned down to get aim 
under the boom of the cat-rigged yacht, 
and Reed the lead in a stream into the 
man he had chosen to kill. 

At this instant, said Mr. White, Jenkins 
Hains whipped out his own revolver and 
stood back the crowd, threatening with 
death the first man who dared interfere. 

“Keep back! Keep back!” cried Jen- 
kins Hains to Charles Birchfield, accord- 
ing to Mr. White; ‘‘ he knows what he is 
doing.”’ 

The prosecution promised to prove that 
Jenkins Hains called to another to stand 
back, as he was running the affair, and, 
to a third, that he would be killed if he 
did not keep off. 

Meanwhile Annis, riddled by the bullets 
from the autornatic revolver, which emp- | 
ties itse'f in one and five-eighths of a sec- 
ond, staggered to the bow of the boat to- | 
ward his slayer, tried to reach the float, 
but fell into the water. Mrs. Annis 
screamed that her husband was being 
killed. Mr. White said that he would 
prove that Hains threatened her by 
touching her with his revolver, whereat 
she ran in terror from the float,

Annis, mortally wounded and in the 
water, was trying to swim. Capt. Hains 
sicod above him with empty revolver.

means of false promises and exaggerated 
éSfimaites of profit... When a satisfying 
amount of stocks and bonds has been 
thus disposed of, he steps out himself, 
| leaving deluded shareholders to put 
what real value they may into the paper 
capital.

“The Boston Tea Party was not asking 
any money profit to itself,”’ said Presi- 
dent Eliot. ‘‘It hadn’t any tea to sell. 
The night riders perform their acts of 
violence in order to sell their tobacco at 
a higher price.

CARACAS, Dec. 15, via Willemstad, 
Dec. 16.—The people of Caracas rose yes- 
terday against President Castro. A mob

erty of his. henchmen and his closest 
friends. Finally troops fired into the 
crowd, killing several persons. 

The people rounded up all the statues 


and pictures of President Castro from the 
clubs and other semi-public buildings and 
burned them with rejoicing on the Plaza 
Bolivar. 

In spite of Holland’s warlike activity 
there was no demonstration against the 
Netherlands; they were all directed 
against President Castro and Acting 
By nightfall it had 
become necessary to declare martial law 
to put an end to the rioting and pillaging. 
To-day the city is quiet and business is 
taking its normal course, but further 
dangerous demonstrations are anticipated. 

No official act deposing Castro from 
the Presidency has yet been taken, but 
such a step is expected at any moment. 

The first building to be attacked and 
looted was that of the lottery monopoly. 
The offices were ransacked and pillaged. 
Furniture was broken and thrown to the 
streets, and thousands of lottery tickets 
were destroyed. 

The crowd then moved to the printing 
office of El Constitucional, the organ of 
President Castro, and pillaged it com- 
pletely. 

In the afternoon the mob, which lacked 
leadership, paused, in default of other 
fields for its destructive energies. It was 
then that a detachment of troops was 
called out for duty on the city streets, 
and Acting President Gomez issued a 
manifesto prohibiting further manifesta- 
tions. These measures had the desired 
effect, and the mob dispersed. 

El Constitucional has suspended publica- 
tion and Caracas is practically without a 
newspaper. 

The funeral of Marcano Rojas, one of 
the men killed in the fignting of Sunday, 
has heen fixed for to-morrow. A vast 
crowd will] turn out and further disorders 
and rioting are expected.

CASTRO DISBELIEVES REPORTS. 


Says Recent Dispatches from Caracas 
Mention No Uprising Against Him, 
BERLIN, Dec. 16.—President Castro of 

Venezuela maintains his composure in 

the face of alarming reports regarding the 

When dis- 
patches were shown to him to-day stat- 
ing that the peqple of Caracas had risen

‘In reply to your question, I doubt 
what has been published with regard to 
Holland’s aggression, because no declara- 
tion of war has been made nor has a 
blockade been announced or established. 
Therefore the seizure of small Venezuelan 
vessels by sheer force cannot be described 
other than as an act of piracy, unworthy 
any enlightened, civilized country. 

“On the other hand, such a course 
would jeopard the arrangements which 
Venezucla has roposed to” Holland 
through confidential agents, and could 
even have a worse effect, inasmuch as 
Venezuela, in meeting payments due to 
Holland, takes for that purpose a portion 
of the prescribed 30 per cent. of the cus- 
toms receipts. Thus Holland’s act might 
place Venezuela in a position of being un- 
able to continue payment, which would 
scopare the interests of other nations 
aiso, 

“Holland is in the wrong in the diffi- 
culty between that country and Vene- 
zuela, and she is_ still more involved 
through the attitude which the Dutch 
Government has recently adopted. 

‘In view of this state of the case the 
Venezuelan Government has informed the 
Diplomatic Corps at Caracas of these 
facts and is waiting before taking any 
further steps.’’ 

The Foreign Office sent a representa- 
tive to President Castro to-day to ex- 
press the Empcror’s thanks for Castro's 
telegram of greeting.

SMELTERS DEMAND 
PROTECTION FOR LEAD 


Edward Brush Says Removal of 
Tariff Would Cause Disastrous 
Results to Industry Here. 


f| MAY REDUCE BULLION DUTY 


Also Pig Lead Can Stand a Slight Cut 
—Importer Asks Heavy Redug- 
tions in Duty on Cigars.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—The case of 
the Smelting Trust and its need for a 
continued, though reduced, protection, 
was presented to the Ways and Means 
Committee this afternoon by Edward 
| Brush, Vice President of the American 
| Smelting and Refining Company, one of 
the Guggenheim concerns. On one point 
Mr. Brush was positive, and that was that 
the duty of 1% cents a pound on lead in 
the ore could not be reduced without dis- 
astrous results to the lead-mining indus- 
try in this country. 

The benefit now accruing from this duty, 
said Mr. Brush, goes altogether to the 
miners and other laboring men employed 
in the smelting furnaces. The effect of 
the tariff is to enable the American man- 
|ufacturer to maintain a differential in 
| wages greatly in favor of the American 
| workingman, though he said that he 
| doubted if the labor from Southern Europe 
| now used chiefly in the Western mining 
fields is any more efficient than the men 
employed in Mexico. 

The duty on bullion, however, said Mr. 
Brush, can stand a reduction of half a 
cent a pound, while pig lead can dispense 
with an unnecessary three-eighths of a 
cent now accorded it. But these reduc- 
tions, he said, marked the lowest limits 
that the industry to-day can stand. 


Can Stand No More Reduction, 


“Lead,” he said, “is selling now just 
as low as can be done profitably, and 
that means that the producers of lead ore 
ean stand no further reductions. I re- 
member only a short time ago my com- 
pany tried to reduce the price they had 
to pay for ore, and the mining company 
pate that a reduction would mean the 
| immediate closing of their mines. 

“T took them at their word and insisted 
= the lower price. They closed at once, 
| though there is nothing in the industrial, 
fone that can compare to the disastrous 
| and ruinous effects of closing a mine once 
| operations have been begun, The pump- 
|}inge has to be continued at the same rate 
as if the were in full blast filling 
profitable orders.” 

Mr. Brush resisted all efforts on the 
part of members of the committee to ex- 
|}tract from him the admission that the 
Smelting Trust practically controlled the 
ore output as well as the finished prod- 
} uct. He denied that there was any offi- 
|} cial connection between the two indus- 
tries, though he finally admitttd that 
three of the Directors of the trust were 
at the same time Directors in the Na- 
tional Lead Company. 

“But that condition in regard to the 
| officers,” he said, “was a duplication, 
not a combination nor a case of identity.” 

“What would be the effect,” asked 
Chairman Payne, after Mr, Brush’s state- 
| ment that the benefit of the tariff went 
} to the American workman, “ if we should 
| remove all duty on lead?” 

“There would be no more American 
ad,”’ was the prompt reply. 

Though the Smelting Trust controls 50 
per cent. of the lead output of this coun- 
try. Mr. Brush said, and to that extent 
controls the price of lead, this price is 
far from being fixed arbitrarily. Such 
are the conditions of the trade, he said, 
that the trust has to adjyst its prices to 


the London basis, though the tariff plays 
an important part in that adjustment. 


“Perhaps We Control Lead.” 


“The statement that we control the 
price of lead in this country,’’ said Mr. 
Brush, “is true only in the sense that 
when we have anhounced our selling 
price nobody can sell at a higher rate. 
And as nobody wants to sell at a lower 
figure, perhaps it is true that we do con- 
trol it.” 

Besides its enormous holdings in this 
country Mr. Brush said that his company 
owns extensive lead fields in Mexico and 
has also a line of steamships from Mexico 
to New York. The wages in Mexico, he 
said, are 5 cents an hour fer peons, 7% 
cents an hour for carpenters, and 10 
cents an hour for mechanics, That was 
tne labor he described as being practically 
as efficient as that used in this country. 

In spite of the fact that lawlessness is 
as rare in Mexico, and the corporation 
laws as fair as in this country, Mr. Brush 
said that it had been demonstrated that 
smelting could not be done on the ground. 
The same thing, he said, was true of the 
big lead fields in the Coeur d'Alene. The 
need of other ores to mix with the par- 
ticular ore mined in the locality made 
the expense of transportation too great. 
He said that it even paid better to bring 
ore by rail from a Peruvian mine across 
Chile, thence by boat around Cape Horn | 
to Galveston, and thence by rail again to} 
the smelters in this country than try to 
smelt it near the Peruvian mines, 

While the profits of the trust, he said, 
had gone up as high as $10,000,000 a year 
the average for the last ten years had 
been $5,000,000, 

An appeal for heavy reductions in the 
duty on cigars was made by F. E. Hamil- 
ton, a_ New York cigarmaker and im- 
porter,” He said that the schedules could 
be so arranged as to mean at the same 
time> a reduction for the ultimate con- 
sumer of 25 per cent. in the final price. 
while the revenues of the Government 
would be largely increased. The revenue 
from cigars last year, he said, was $25,- 
000,000, an amount much smaller than the 
normal demand would justify.

ROOSEVELT NO GAME BUTCHER 
President Describes Himself as a 


“ Faunal Naturalist.” 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—The agree- 
ment between President Roosevelt and 
the Smithsonian Institution as to the 
President’s hunting trip in Africa was 
made public to-day by Charles D. Wal- 
cott, Secretary of the institution, after 
he had conferred with the President. At 
a meeting of the Board of Regents of the 
institution, held yesterday, the letter of 


the President was laid before the board, 
which in turn adopted a resolution ac- 
cepting his offer, thereby entering into a 
contract with him. The letter follows: 


“The White House, Washington, 
Oyster Bay, N. Y., June 20, 1908. 

My Dear Dr. Walcott: About the first of 
April next I intend to start for Africa. 
My. plans are of course indefinite, but at 
present I hope they will be something on 
the. following order: 

By May 1 I shall land at Mombasa and 
spend the next few months hunting and 
traveling in British and German East Afri- 
ca, probably going thence to or toward 
Uganda, with the expectation of striking 
the Nile about the beginning of the new 
year, and then working down it, with side 
trips after animals and birds, so as to come 
out at tidewater, say, about March 1. This 
would give me ten months in Africa. 

As you know, I am not in the least a 
game butcher. [I like to do a certain amount 
of hunting, but my real and main interest 
is the interest of a faunal naturalist. Now, 
it s¢ems to me that this opens the best 
chance for the National Museum to get a 
fine collection not only of the big game 
beasts, but of the smaller mammals and 
birds of Africa; and looking at it dispas- 
sionately, I believe that the chance ought 
not to be neglected. 

I will. make arrangements to pay for the 
expenses of myself jand my son.. But what I 
would like to do Would be to get one or two 
professional field taxidermists, field natural- 
ists, to. go with me, who should prepare and 
tend back the specimens we collect. The 
collection which would thus go to the 
National Museum would be of unique value. 
It: would, I hope, include specimens of big 
game, together with the rare smaller ani- 
mals. and birds. 

I have not*the means that would enable 
me to pay for the field naturalists or taxi- 
dérmists and their kit. and the curing and 
transport of the specimens for the . Na- 
tlonal Museum. Of course, the actual hunt- 
ing of the big game I would want to do | 
myself, or have my son do; but the speci- 
mens will all go to the National Museum, 
save a very few personal trophies of little 
sclentific value, which for some reason 
I might like to keep. 

Now, can you, in view of getting these 
specimens for the National Museum, ar- 
range for the services of the field. taxi- 
dermists, and for the care and transport 
of the specimens? As ex-President, I should 
feel that the National Museum ts the mu- 
seum to which my collection should go.

TESTS FOR MARINE OFFICERS. 


Must Ride, Walk, and Run to Keep Up 
with Men in Battle. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—Physical tests 
for Marine Corps officers are prescribed 
in an executive order just issued. They 
are to be made once in every two years. 

Field officers are required to take a 
riding test of ninety miles, this distance 
to be covered in three days, and line offi- 
cers of the grade of Captain or Lieutenant 
will have to walk fifty miles in three 
days, actual marching time, including 
rests, to be twenty hours. An important 
feature of the walking tests is thus set 
out in the order: 

In battle time is essential and ground may 


have to be covered on the run. If these of- 
ficers are not equal to the average physical 
strength of their companies the men will be 
held back, resulting 1m unnecessary loss of 








life and probable defeat. Company officers 
will therefore be required during one of the 
marching periods to double time 200 yards, 
with a half minute’s rest: then 300 yards, 
with one minute's rest, and then complete 
the test in a 200-yard dash, making in all 
700 yards on the ‘ double time,’’ with one 
and one-half minutes’ rest. | 
Field officers of the permanent staff, | 
who have arrived at an age and rank

GREAT FORTUNES ON TRIAL. 


Schurman Says Few Rich Men Will 
Determine Future Legislation, 


OMAHA, Neb., Dec, 16.—At to-day'’s ex- 
ercises at the National Corn Exposition 
Dr. Jacob Gould Schurman, President of 
Cornell University, gave an adrress on 
“The Problem of Great Fortunes.’’ The 
immense concert hall of the exposition 
buiiding was packed, 

“*Colossal fortunes are on trial in this 
country,’’ said Dr. Schurman,. ‘*‘ Whether 
and how far it is worth while to encour- 
age and protect them is a question for the 
future, There is a fundamental fact 
which is apt to be overlooked by radicals, 
though it is essential to a just considera- 
tion of the whole question. I allude to 
the circunistance that, not only are great 
fortunes usually safer in the hands of the 
people who have made them than in any 
other hands, but in obedience to economic 
laws they must be employed in the main- 
tenance of productive enterprises which 
benefit the consuming public and pay 
wages to employes as well as earn profits 
to the owners. 

“I believe that the conduct of a few 
multi-millionaires now living is likely to 
determine the attitude and shape.the pol- 
icy of the public toyard the phenomenon 
of colossal fortunes for many years to 
come. If they use them in the interest 
of the public, the public will not begrudge 
them their success. If they use them for 
the aggrandizement of family or the con- 
solidation of private interests, we are 
likely to see attatks-on the éxisting laws 
of beauest.’ Nor will these attacks be 
met by the statement—true. though it is 
—that these fortunes are engaged in. pro- 
ductive enterprises and are, therefore, 
beneficial to the public. That would be 
true whether ownership were centralized 
or diffused. And the question: before. us 


is whether the ownership in single hands 
of such vast fortunes is a benefit or an 


| injury to the Commonwealth.

“Tt is folly,” he said, ‘to attempt to 
legislate against the nature of things. 
The legislature cannot reinstate eompeti- 
tion in the economic world when com- 
petition has given way as it has in mod- 
ern times to combination, consequently it 
is a safe assertion that the anti-trust law 
must be repealed.

Some Heavy Outlays Ignored. 


The principal objection made by the 
| Charter Commission to these figures is in 
connection with the liability for land ac- 
quired. The Controller in maing up his 
estimate, it is stated, did not take into 
account the expense of the proceedings, 
which, as has been shown frequently, 
runs into figures as large as the awards 
themselves, or larger, and in cases of 
land under condemnation in respect to 
which no value had been arrived at he 
took the values as assessed for taxation, 
whereas the experience of land condgmna- 
tions, the commission says, has been al- 
most uniformly that the awards when 
made run greatly in excess of the taxable 
values. The Controller also omitted, it is 
declared, any estimate covering the cost 
of land on which condemnation proceed- 
ings were under way without the ¢ity’s 
having taken title, and on all these counts 
thé Charter Commisgion’s committee adds 
a lability of $23, 5009000, 

The committee also takes issue with the 
Controller’s figures in connection with the 
item of $3,500,000 representing contracts 
let and not certified by the Controller, 
which that official leaves out of his 
computation entirely. The Charter Com- 
mission contends strongly th&t such con-

MEXICO TO FOSTER RACING. 


Plans for Government to Establish Turf 
Sport Described by Senor Terasas. 


Sefior Alberto Terasas of Mexico at a 
dinner in the Waldorf, given by prominent 
New York turfmen in his honor, outlined 
the plans for the establishment of turf 
sport in Mexico under the patronage and 
support of the Government. Sefior Te- 
rasas recently returned from Europe, 
where he went to study racing conditions 
in company with William Kraft, a New 
Yorker, who has mining interests in 
Mexico. Mr. Kraft, J. G. Follansbee, and 
M. J. Winn, manager of the Empire City 
Jockey Club track and a leading figure in 
the management of Western and Southern 
tracks, were present at the dinner. 

Sefior Terasas stated that the Mexican 
Government already had made plans for 
the establishing of racing there  per- 
manently, and that the formation of a 
jockey club composed of 500 members 
already is in progress. The Government 
will aid and support the race meetings, 
he said, and it already had been prac- 
tically decided that the general plan. of 
the turf structure in France, Germany, 
and throughout Continental Europe would 
be adopted. 

Mexico will put restrictions on gambling 
which will bar out bookmakers, but will 
permit the selling of pari mutuel pools, 
as in France and some other European 
countries. The revenue from the pools 
will be diverted in the main to the sup- 
port of race meetings in the smaller 
towns, for it is proposed to have racing 
general throughout Mexico, though the 
first and most important track will be in 
the City of Mexico. 

The Government, Sefior Terasas also 
stated, will adopt the European plan of 
aiding the breeders of thoroughbred horses 
by buying stallions and putting them at 
approved stations, as in the breeding 
depots of France and Germany, and will 
give every encouragement for the impor- 
tation of the best bred horses, Sefior 
Terasas explained that it was not the 
racing his Government wanted, but the 
improvement in the breed of horses that 
it would bring. Part of the purpose of 
Sefior Terasas in visiting New York is to 
interest American turfmen in the Mexican 
racing plans and induce them to send 
horses to Mexico to race. 


ANTI-BETTING LAW TEST. 


Holiday Crowd Attended New Orleans 
Race to See Bookmakers Arrested.

NEW ORLEANS, Dec. 16.—The Locke 
anti-betting law was tested to-day in a 
style that made a holiday spectacle for a 
big crowd that gathered at the City Park 
race course to witness the defiance of 
Louisiana law by two men who acted as 
bookmakers to invite arrest. The pro- 
gramme was fully planned, and Placide 
Frigerio and R. M. Sheffield, posing as 
bookmakers, went through all the forms 
of putting up their slates, posting odds, 
and making book, with the details of ac- 
cepting money, issuing tickets, and re- 
cording bets on bookmakers’ sheets, 

It was understood >that if the book- 
makers were not arrested for betting on 
the race another race would be | 
run, and this would be continued until a 
whole programme of races had been de- 
cided, if necessary, to bring about the 
desired arrests and trial ,of the anti- 
betting law in the courts. 

Only one race with its betting feature 
was needed, however, and the crowd went | 
back into the city when the bookmaking 
and betting were brought to an end by 
the arrest of. Frigerio and Sheffield, to- 
gether with W. W. Lyle, manager of the 
track, all being charged with violating 
the Lecke law against race track betting. 

The officers who made the arrest also 
made affidavits against C. Heaslip, Presi- 
dent of the City Park Track Association, 
and Ed Corrigan, one of the chief owners 
of the track, and said to be the instigator 
of the test. They will be charged with

Our attention has been 
called to the sad case of a 
butcher—described as “an 
Butcher. honest, worthy fellow ’’— 

by one of his patrons who 
noticed, recently, that his mind seemed 
to be in a state of unhappy disturbance. 
When questioned as to the cause of his 
trouble, the man said that he was threat- 
ened with serious loss of trade, if not 
ruin, because of his refusal to grant the 
domands for tips or commissions made 
upon him by cooks and stewards who 
actéd as purchasing agents for their em- 
ployeérs. 

Many tradésiren, he explained, were 
the habit of giving such buyers a 
tain percentage on the trade they brought 
and of adding th? amount in the shape of 
extra charges or prices in the bills ren- 
dered. le had always refused to do this, 
and as a result the tip-lhunters were tak- 
ing their custom elsewhere. In cases 
where they had to havevan excuse for 
changing, the cooks prejudiced their fam- 
ilies against him by sending badly dressed 
or served meats to the table and putting 
the blame, when complaint followed, on 
the butcher. ‘‘ The fact of the matter 
is,” writes our informant, ‘‘that a lot of 
people, if only they be spared annoyance 
themselves, are willing enough to let a 
good cook make from $5 to $20 a month 
in commissions, but if the tradesman 
wrote to them, telling the facts honestly 
and declaring that the commissions mu 
inevitably appear in the monthly bills, 
they would be angry and probably with- 
draw their patronage.” “

For the first time this season Offen- 
bach’s opera, “‘ Les Contes d@’ Hoffmann,” 
was given at the Manhattan Opera House 
last evening. It was one of the produc- 
tions that turned the tide toward success 
for Mr. Hammerstein a year ago, and that 
added a new testimony to the resourceful 
impresario’s astuteness in perceiving how 
the public's taste was to be gratified. 

Though it had made little impression 
here at its first production, a of 
years before the opera had been shown 
to have a fascination of its own in various 
Kuropean capitals, andit exercised the same 
spell on the New York public. Its orig- 
inality, its tunefulness, its several points 
of genuine and powerful dramatic expres- 
sion, its atmosphere of fantasy and 
quaintness and humor, are elements that 
give it a strong appeal. 

And Mr. Hammerstein gives an excel- 
lent performance of the opera in most 
respects. It is on the whole a better per- 
formance than last year’s, The strongest 
features of it were the,men-——-Messrs. Re- 
naud, Dalmorsts, anc CGiiibert. They have 
the parts now that they made familiar 
then; and they treat them in a tnost 
artistic manner. Mr. Renaud's versatility 
is expended upon the three very different 
characters of Coppelius, Dappertutto, and 
Dr. Miracle, in which he displays mueh 
ingenuity and resource, and he sings with 
a multiform dramatic power. 

His last scene, In which he shows the 
malign workings of the magic-mongering 
doctor, is composed with admirable skill 
in producing the weirdly dramatie climax. 
The Hoffmann of Mr. Dalmoré's is a 
truly distinguished impersonation, roman- 
tic, passionate, and spirited, maintaining 
its consistency through the diverse scenes 
through which he passes, and his singing 
of the music is, as all his singing is, ar- 
tistic, manly in spirit, beautiful in quality. 

The feminine element of the cast is bet- 
ter than it was in last season's per- 
formances. Mme. Doria appeared for the 
first time as Nicklausse and made an 
agreeable impression with her powerful 
contralto voice, which, though not wholly 
even in quality throughout, has richness. 
Mile. Trentini took the part of Antonia 
and did it well and intelligently, singing 
charming songs that belong to her in the 
fourth act charmingly. 

Mile. Espinasse for the first time was 
the Giulietta, in the third act, in which 
she did the little that she had to do with 
a fair measure of success. Mme. Mariska 
Aldrich’s voice from the portrait in the 
last act was admirable. As she did last 
season, Mile. Zeppilli made a most allur- 
ing and most amusing autgmaton, though 
the conception of presenting it so wholly 
and obvicusly a mechanical device might 
be questioned. 

The chorus of men in the Berlin taverr 
sang with a tremendous lustiness. Mr. 
Churlier conducted, but with little author- 
ity. He sometimes let the orchestra 
drown out everybody upon the stage and 
made a mess of many of the accompani- 
ments of the singers, with placid indif- 
ference to the confusion that resulted.

Herman Bolte, whom the Appellate Di- 
vision of the Supreme Court removed as 
a Municipal Justice about four years ago, 
was found dead in bed at his home, 14} 
West 102d Street, on Tuesday morning, | 


but his death was not reported until yes- | 
terday. Judge Bolte «vas 72 years old. It 
had been known that ne was suffering | 
from heart trouble and might die* sud- 
denly at any time. 

He was born. in Germany, but came to 
this country asa child. He was a broth- 
er-in-law of the late Henry Bischoff, the 
well-known banker, and uncle of Supreme 
Court Justice Bischoff.

As a matter of fact, many of 
the leading railroads of the country have 
been awaiting the outcome of the Penn- 
sylvania’s negotiations, and will now place 
their orders under the conditions pre- 
scribed in the Pennsylvania’s case. This, 
at least, appears to be the opinion of both 
railroad and steel company executives, 
gi it is further voiced in the usual week- 

résumés of the steel trade position by 
ih chief organ of that trade.

OLD MORSE BANK 
NOT TO REOPEN 


National Bank of North America 
Directors Abandon the Pian 
of Rehabilitation. 


NEW HEAD WOULDN’T SERVE 


A High Washington Official Had Been 
Selected, and His Declination 
Defeated Reopening. : 


‘The Committee of Directors of the Na- 
tional Bank of North America, which in- 
cluded Col. R: M. Thompson, which for 
some months has been at work on a plan 
looking to the rehabilitation of the bank, 
has definitely given up its efforts to 
reopen the institution. Col. Thompson 
admitted this yesterday. 

The bank's assets are now in the hands 
of John W. McKinnon, who, as the stock- 
holders’ representative, recently succeeded 
National Bank Examiner Charles A. Han- 
na as receiver. In October, when Mr. 
McKinnon was elected, a special commit- 
tee of minority stockholders, including 
Joseph H. King, A. W. Damon, and Fred- 
erick R. Eaton was appointed to discuss 
with the Directors ways and means of 
reopening the bank. : 

This committee was not in sympathy 
with the plan which had been worked 
out for the liquidation of the bank by the 
Assets Realization Company, which plan 
was held in abeyance because of the ef- 
forts which were being made to start the 
bank anew. In the plan to bring about 
the reopening several of the older Di- 
rectors, including W. F. Havemeyer and 
John H. Flagler, were interested along 
with Col. Thompson. Their reopening plan 
had reached even to the choice on their 
part of a man for the Presidency of the 
bank. It.wasg the committee's failure to 


get this man ‘to serve which was the di- 
rect cause of the abandonment of further 
efforts to bring about the rehabilitation. 
Col. Thompson confirmed yesterday the 
statement that this was the reason for the 
committee’s giving up its efforts. The re- 
port was recalled yesterday that the com- 
mittee recently sought to induce a high 
Washington official to assume the task of 
reopening the bank and building it up. 
Neither the plan of the Directors nor 
that of the minority stockholders named 
as a committee last October contemplated 
the continuance of C. W. Morse’s influ- 
ence in the bank. Any reorganization 
which might be attempted by either of 
these committees, it was stated at the 
time of thé stockholders’ special meeting, 
held on Cct. 21, would be framed with the 
idea of leaving Mr. Morse out of the re- 


organization. 


After paying off all the depositors there 
were left assets which the Directors be- 
lieved’ were worth an amount*in excess 
of the par value of the stock. It was 
these assets which were to be made the 
nucleus of the reorganized institution. 
The capital stock of the bank amounts 
to $2,000,000.

f $2. When this was refused she asked 
Mr. Stiefel to bring the matter to court.

SUGAR TRUST LOSES. 


U. S. Court of Appeals Says Pennsyl- 
vania Sugar Co. Has a Cause of Action, 


In an opinion written by Judges Noyes 
the United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals yesterday reversed the decision of 
the Circuit Court in the suit brought under 
the anti-trust provisions of the Sherman 
act by the Pennsylvania Sugar Refining 
Company against the American Sugar Re- 
fining Company, in which $30,000,000 in 
triple damages, are asked for. A cause 
of action is shown, the court holds, and 
the suit may go on. 

The complainant charged that the de- 
fendant corporation sought to prevent it 
from doing business by inducing Adolph 
Segal of Philadelphia, who indirectly held 
a controlling stock interest in the-plain- 
tiff corporation, to accept a loan of a 


large sum of money and turn over to 
the défendant such interest with the vot- 
ing power attached, which was exercised 
to elect new Directors, and that those 
Directors were forced to vote that the 
plaintiff should not do business. 

Judge Noyes, concerning the granting 
by the lower court of a motion to dis- 
[pilss the complaint on the ground that 

failed to state a cause of action, in the 
he says: 

“Upon this writ of error we must as- 
sume that the plaintiff, if given the op- 
| Dortunity, would have established its com- 
laint, and was prepared to resume with 
arger facilities, when through the defend- | 
| ant’s conspiracy it- was prevented from}

“An agreement or combination for the 
| elimination of competition, from an eco- 
nomic point of view, may, not operate in 
restraint of trade. It may actually de- 
velop and increase trade. Such an agree- 
ment, however, from a legal viewpoint, 
is necessarily in restraint of trade. The 
law regards competition as the life of 
trade, and so that which restricts com- 
petition restrains trade. But a contract 
in restraint of trade may or may not be 
in restraint of inter-State trade, and is) 
subject only to State laws.
